THE AMERICAN FLAG HAULED DOWN. 

The great majority of the American people 
wilt be affected unpleasantly bythe news of 
the lowering of the United States flag at Hono- 
lulu by order of Cominissioner Blount. What- 
éver his rensons may have been they will pe 
mortified profoundly by his act. They may 
hot have been 60 much gratified when the flag

One reason assigned by by. Commissioner 
Blount for hauling down the flag, ordering the 
American seamen back to their vessels, and 
declaring the American protectorate at an 
end is that he wishes to put the provisional 
government on “a plano of independence”’ 
so that there should be no imputation of coer- 
cion in his dealings with it. This is an excess 


1 of delioaty. If the members of the provisional 


government had felt coerced with the Ameri- 
can Aag overhead and the American sailors 
about them they would-have had no hesita- 
tioh about saying so to the Commissioner, 
whose wide powers they are aware of. They 
are not coerced. They preferred that the pro- 
tectorate should continue because they felt 
that the longer it lasted the more likely 1t was 
tofipen annexation. That is preciseiy 
the reason why Mr. Blount put an end to it, 
acting probably in accordance with the in- 
structions of the President. | 
Another reason stated to have been assigned 
by Mr. Biount is that President Cleveland did 
not regard the protectorate as necessaty and 
that it was incompatible with any diplomatic 
hegotintions. It is quite likely that the pro- 
visional government can maintain itself, pro- 
vided there is no ihtermeddling by foreign 


by the acts of the American Commissioner, 
but the plea that a protectorate is incom pati- 
ble with diplomatic negotiations is absurd. 
Mr. Biount can negotiate just as easily with 
the Amériean forces on shore as on shipboard. 

It is stated in the dispatches that the tenor 
of everything which has happened up to date 
showd that the sympathies of the Commis- 
sioner are with the Royalists.

VETO THE HYGEIA ORDINANCE. 

By a vote of 46 to 43 the Wisconsin House 
of Representatives yesterday passed the Sen- 
ate bill giving the Waukesha Hygeia company 
the right to pipe watet from the springs of 
Waukesha out of the State of Wisconsin. The 
vote was close, and the agents of the Hygeia 
cutppany must have worked hard and caicu- 
lated closely. 

This is the same company which secured the 
passage of an ordinance for the piping of its 
water through the streets and alleys of Chica- 
go in the City Counel last Monday by & vote 
of 40to 18. That ordinance is now under an 
consideration of the Mayor.

The removal of Dr. Dewey from the super- 
intendenoy of the Kankakee Asylum is severe- 
ly criticised and condemned by.a writer in the 
April number of the British Medical Jour- 
‘nal, also by the 66ftéifiporary issue of 
the Ameétican \Journal of Insanity.
